ALBANY — Some 260 
persons, including 23 
“‘school-agers’’ and 15 
‘pre-schoolers’ attended 

bany’s first town meet- 
ing, held Saturday in the 
Middle School. 

The eight-hour conclave, 
divided into groups or 
“guilds,” defined the prob- 
lems facing the community 
during the morning ses- 
sions, and proposed solu- 
tions to the civic matters 
during afternoon meetings. 
The ‘‘challenges”’ and 
proposals on meeting these 
problems were listed in four 
categories — economic, 
political and cultural. 

A 22-page report compiled 
and released shortly after 
the eight-hours of discussion 


that opened at 9 a.m. was 
prefaced with a statement 
of purpose titled ‘‘The 
Legend of Sleepy Willow’: 

“Tnto the sleepy hollow of 


a rural stable community - 


inhabited by industrious 
wereld people — has 
charged the ‘Headless 
horseman’ of dramatic 
change. The spectre has 
brought a more divergent 
population, reflected in a 
wide range of-professions, 
ages and ethnic 
background, and economic 
stresses resulting in efforts 
to provide more services for 
this population. 

“The challenge for the fu- 
ture lies in the desire to 
maintain the small-town 
feeling while at the same 
time meeting the needs of 
all the people.” 


‘Moonies’ denied 


tax-exempt permit 


ALBANY — The Albany 
City Council has denied an 
application for a tax- 
exempt business license 
submitted by a group _af- 
filiated with Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon’s Unification 
Church. : 

Applicant was. the New 
Education Development 
Systems Inc. of Berkeley, 
which wanted to continue 
selling candy and flowers 
door-to-door in the city’s 
commercial and industrial 
areas. 

The profits, explained 
Alan Seher, corporation 
vice president, are ear- 
marked for the operating 
and facility costs of conduct- 
ing an “educational semi- 
nar program.” 

The application was op- 

sed by Police Chief James 

immons, City Treasurer 
Ellen Zapata and Chamber 
of Commerce Manager Hal 
Denham. 

City Attorney Larry Saler 
told the council that the cor- 
poration’s ‘‘parent organi- 
zation;’”’ the Unification 
Church, had its tax-exempt 
status revoked in New York 
because the funds do not go 
for charitable purposes. In- 
stead, the money goes “.. . 
into the pockets of the big- 
gies,”’ Saler said. 

Saler added this is not a 
question of free speech, 
since the organization can 
seek and obtain a regular 
business lecense, paying the 
city tax as do other busines- 
ses. 

Seher replied that his 
group is affiliated with the
